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DETAILED ACTION 



The finality of the office action mailed 1 1-18-02 has been withdrawn in view of 
the following. 

In view of the vastness of the claimed subject matter, additional restriction of the 
claims is required. It is noted that in Applicant's amendment filed May 7, 2002, 
Applicant elected the species on page 61, namely 3-[(2,3-dimethylpyrrol-5-yl)- 



methylene]-2-indolinone. Accordingly, the following generic concept as depicted in 
claim 8 has been identified for examination: 

A1 , A2, A3, and A4 are carbon; R1 is hydrogen or alkyl; R2 is oxygen; R3 is 
hydrogen; R4, R5, R6, and R7 are optionally present and are each independently 
selected from (i) the group consisting of hydrogen, alkyl, alkoxy, aryl , aryloxy, alkaryl, 
alkaryloxy, halogen, trihalomethyl, S(0)R, S02NRR', S03R, SR, N02, NRR\ OH, CN, 
C(0)R, OC(0)R, NHC(0)R, (CH2)nC02R, and CONRR'; n is 0, 1, 2, or 3; R is H, alkyl, 
or aryl; R' is H, alkyl or aryl; and A is pyrrol-5-yl, substituted by unsubstituted alkyl in the 
2 and 3 positions, and optionally substituted by alkyl, alkoxy, aryl, aryloxy, alkaryl, 
alkaryloxy, halogen, trihalomethyl, S(0)R, S02NRR', S03R, SR, N02, NRR', OH, CN, 
C(0)R, OC(0)R, NHC(0)R, (CH2)nC02R or CONRR'. The remaining subject matter of 
claims 8-1 1 and claims 1-7 in their entirety stands withdrawn from further consideration 
under 37 CFR 1.142(b) as constituting other patentably distinct inventions. 

The withdrawn subject matter of claims 8-1 1 is properly restricted as said subject 
matter differs in structure and element from the elected subject matter so as to be 
patentably distinct therefrom, i.e. a reference which anticipated the elected subject 
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matter would not even render obvious the withdrawn subject matter and fields of search 
are not co-extensive. 

Claims 8-1 1 are objected to as containing non-elected subject matter. This 
objection may be overcome by limiting the claims to the elected subject matter identified 
supra. 

Response to Arguments 

The objection to non-elected subject matter has been maintained in view of the 
generic concept set forth supra. 

The obviousness type double patenting rejections have been overcome with 
Applicant's terminal disclaimer.
